Tho condi- 


tion of the crop is below the average in New 
England, the Middle and South Atlantic 
states, the minimum condition, eighty two, 
being in Hhode Island. Florida and Alaba- 
ma are also helow the average, but the other 
Gulf states and inland Southern states are 
above the maximum, 11-', being in Missis- 
sippi. All other states, except Missouri, 
103, are helow tho average, tho minimum 
condition, 82, bciug in Wisconsin.
